at all—in the scientific sense. 
They’re merely tame, domesticated 
equines “gone native,” as it were.

long b efore

skinned Americans made their appear­ 
ance. this country was full of real 
“wild horses,” ancestors of the west­ 
ern ponies now b eing caught for dis­ 
position. 
These real wild horses had lived and 
died—killed off in some strange way 
unknown to science—in a geologic age 
antedating the human age. 
Dr. Juines \V. GIdley, assistant cu- ; 
rator of verteb rate paleontology of the 
United States National museum, is just 
hack from Florida, where he came 
across the b oaes of scores of these ani­ 
mals. 
The country is full of such 
fossils, he says, even as Europe and 
other parts of the world are. 
“Geologic records show these earlier 
horses were far more numerous and 
diversified in kind than the horses of 
today,” said Doctor GIdley, in relating 
their story. 
“Going b ackward in time, they are 
seen to b e less and less like their liv­ 
ing successors, although they all pos­ 
sess certain characteristics of b ody 
structure that stamp them as b elong­ 
ing to the same natural group of ani­ 
mals.” 
Our own old dob b in is really an “im­ 
port.” 
Ills immediate ancestors were 
b rought from Europe with the first 
Spaniards to visit this country, soon 
after Columb us arrived, and the Euro­ 
pean horses of that time came from an 
Asiatic stock, that, in turn, came from 
some species of 
this geologic wild 
horse.

The tickets were sold on the Install­ 
ment plan, with six months In which 
to pay.

Does the supreme court of the 
United States grant or deny ap­ 
plications for review in an arbi­ 
trary way, without any

examination into the particular 
merits of each application? 
Ac­ 
cording to a statement made 
by 
Chief Justice Taft the bther day, 
just before leaving 
Washington 
for bis summer home at Murray 
Bay, there is an impression more 
or less widely current that such 
is the case. 
Naturally, the chief justice is 
unwilling that such 
an 
impres­ 
sion, once known to exist, should 
be allowed to go without denial. 
The thoughtful person will see at 
once that it contains an imputa­ 
tion against the courts 
concep­ 
tion of its 
official duty 
in 
the 
matter concerned. The court has 
a discretionary jurisdiction as to 
the granting of reviews, not be­ 
ing obliged to review 
any 
case 
simply because a request to do 
so bas been made; but the decis­ 
ion iii each case must be a matter 
of real discretion, not 
an 
arbi­ 
trary choice. 
There must be, 
and there is, a careful examina­ 
tion of the briefs, petitions 
and 
records involved in these matters 
of 
certiorari 
jurisdiction; 
and 
this examination, says Mr. 
T aft, 
“is not a mere superficial glance, 
but a real analysis of each case/’ 
Every such case is 
called 
by 
the chief justice in 
conference, 
after the several 
justices 
have 
examined the briefs and the rec­ 
ords, and their separate findings 
are 
discussed. 
A 
vote is then 
taken, and if four justices favor 
granting the review the writ of 
certiorari is issued. 
AH this is 
just as it should be, and one may 
add that the names of the men 
who compose the supreme court 
should be taken by the public as 
a sufficient guarantee 
that these 
requirements 
of 
judicial 
pro­ 
priety are 
not 
neglected.— Co­ 
lumbus Dispatch.

W ashington.—Out in the W est where 
they have roamed the ranges for years, 
wild horses are tieing rounded up for 
extinction. 
These thousands never have known 
bridle nor rider and have obeyed only 
the laws of nature, but are not “wild” 
at all—in the scientific sense. 
They’re merely tam e, dom esticated 
equines “gone native,” cs It were. 
Back 
long 
before 
the 
first 
red- 
skinned Am ericans made their appear­ 
ance, this country was full of real 
“wild horses,” ancestors of the west­ 
ern ponies now being caught for dis­ 
position. 
These real wild horses had lived and 
died—killed off In some strange way 
unknown to science—in a geologic age 
antedating the human age. 
Dr. Jam es W. Gidley, assistant cu­ 
rato r of vertebrate paleontology of the 
United States National museum, is just 
back from Florida, where 
he came 
across the bones of scores of these ani­ 
mals. 
The country is full of such 
fossils, he says, even as Europe and 
other parts of the world are. 
“Geologic records show these earlier 
horses were fa r more num erous and 
diversified in kind than the horses of 
today,” said Doctor Gidley, In relating 
their story. 
“Going backw ard in time, they are 
seen to be less and less like their liv­ 
ing successors, although they all pos­ 
sess certain characteristics of body 
structure that stam p them as belong­ 
ing to the sam e natural group of ani­ 
mals.” 
Our own old dobbin is really an “im­ 
p o rt” 
His im m ediate ancestors were 
brought from Europe with the first 
Spaniards to visit this country, soon 
afte r Columbus arrived, and the Euro­ 
pean horses of that time came from an 
Asiatic stock, that, in turn, came from 
some 
species of 
this geologic wild 
horse.

Ohio declared that in aiding to give 
publicity and Importance to the trea­ 
sonable proposition, Mr. Adams had 
merited censure and that the iegis- 
lature of Ohio “should stamp his 
course and conduct In the matter with 
Its Indignant disapprobation.*’

The rescinding resolution de­ 
clared that the censure had been based 
on erroneous information and was

Before the Days of 
Steam Fire Engines 
The first fire engines Introduced into 
America were received at Boston from 
England, 248 years ago, January 21, 
1679. This early engine was merely a 
strong cistern of oak placed upon 
wheels, and furnished with pumps, air 
chambers and a suction pipe of strong 
leather. 
Tile end for receiving the 
water was provided with a strainer. 
In case the suction pipe could not 
be used, the water was supplied to 
the container by buckets passed from 
hand to band. The labor of three men 
was required to work the plunger and 
direct the nozzle. 
Few Improvements were made In the 
methods of fire fighting until the mid­ 
dle of the last century, when steam 
fire engines were Introduced, the first 
successful steam fire engine being 
used In Cincinnati In 1853.

Washington.—Out In the West where 
thej have roamed Hie ranges for years, 
wild horses are being rounded up for 
extinction. 
These thousands never have known 
bridle nor rhh*r and have obeyed only 
the laws of nature, hut are not “wild” 
at nil—In the scientific sense. 
They’re merely tame, domesticated 
equines "gone native,” as it were. 
Buck 
long before the first red­ 
skinned Americans made their appear­ 
ance, this country was full of real 
"wild horses,” ancestors of the west­ 
ern ponies now being caught for dis­ 
position. 
These real wild horses had lived and 
died—killed oft in some strange way 
unknown to science—in a geologic age 
antedating the human age. 
Dr. James W. Gidley, assistant cu­ 
rator of vertebrate paleontology of the 
United States National museum, is Just 
back from Florida, where he came 
across the hones of scores of these ani­ 
mals. 
The country is full of such 
fossils, he says, even as Europe and 
other parts of the world are. 
“Geologic records show these earlier 
horses were far more numerous and 
diversified In kind than the horses of 
today,” said Doctor Gidley, in relating 
their story. 
“Going backward In time, they are 
seen to be less and less like their liv­ 
ing successors, although they all pos­ 
sess certain characteristics of body 
structure that stamp them as belong­ 
ing to the same natural group of ani­ 
mals.” 
Our own old dobbin is really an “im­ 
port” 
His Immediate ancestors were 
brought from Europe with the first 
Spaniards to visit this country, soon 
after Columbus arrived, and the Euro­ 
pean horses of that time came from an 
Asiatic stock, that, in turn, came from 
some species of 
this geologic wild 
horse.
